In the spring of 1987 concerned 
Cedarburg citizens and the 
Cedarburg Fire Department asked 
the architect to design a "Survive 
Alive Facility” for the purpose of 
training children how to escape 
from a fire. The program combines 
classroom fire safety education with 
a simulated fire escape experience 
under the direction of professional 
fire fighters. The architect’s task 
was to create a facility, the third in 
the nation, where children could 
learn fire survival skills under 
realistic conditions. 


Placed within a large room in the 
old fire station, this facility 
includes a house with kitchen, 
bedroom, connecting foyer and 
control room for fire personnel. 
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Fire is simulated by strobe lights 
flashing at various bedroom exits. 
The foyer can be filled with non- 
toxic “smoke,” and the bedroom 
door can be heated to simulate a 
hot, and therefore, unwise exit. 
Bedroom windows are of several 
types common to Cedarburg 
residences. Children are trained to 
identify an appropriate exit, take 
effective action to escape, 
rendezvous at a prearranged 
location in the exterior streetscape 
area, or to wait at the center of the 
bedroom for rescue by a fire fighter 
should all exits be blocked.

With the completion of the new 
three building Central Maintenance 
Facility complex in September of 
1988, the City of Eau Claire 
centralized its maintenance and 
transit department employees and 
equipment on a single site near the 
center of the city. 


The key challenges faced in the 
design of the new facility included 
fitting the complex on a confined 
sloping site and designing a 
building that compliments the 
residential area of the city in which 
it is located. 


The largest building is a 60,000 
square foot facility that houses 
administrative offices and support 
areas for city maintenance and 
transit department personnel, shops 
for equipment and vehicle repair, 
and bus storage and washing 
facilities. 


Located immediately north of the 
main building is a vehicle storage 
facility with employee parking on 
the top of the structure. The 
rooftop parking concept offers a 
unique and practical solution to the 
lack of onsite area for employee 
parking. Construction of the 
vehicle storage building into the 
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hillside allows for grade access to 
the rooftop parking lot. 


The third building, the former city 
shop facility, has been remodeled 
for use by the City Parks and 
Recreation Department.

The new 104,150 sq. ft. Otter

The Sheboygan Water Utility's new 
13,550-square-foot administration 
and maintenance building is a 
conscientious blend of old and new 
ideas which successfully combines 
functional needs with a progressive 
public image. 


The building features cut-stone 
quoins and architraves, a clay-tile 
roof, wide expanses of glass, and 
light-colored brick walls in a 
contemporary reflection of the 
strong statements made by the 
utility's existing 1930s 
architecture. 


The building was carefully sited to 
fit a maximum of functional space 
on an extremely restrictive site. 
Rolling topography and the need to 
preserve both the neighborhood's 
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residential atmosphere and scenic 
view of Lake Michigan presented 
additional challenges. The facade 
mixes forms of varying depths, 
scale, and architectural detail. The 
6,450-square-foot, 10-bay vehicle 
storage area is oriented away from 
the street as is the outside storage 
area.

QBS: Fourth Anniversary 


The WSA’s Qualification Based 
Selection or QBS program was 
initiated four years ago with the 
publication of the “Selecting Your 
Architect for Public Projects” 
booklet with the September issue of 
Wisconsin Architect magazine. This 
booklet has been distributed with 
the September magazine to 
Wisconsin school district, 
municipal and county officials on 
an annual basis since 1985. 


This annual public owner awareness 
effort, along with referrals by 
architects, has resulted in over 
1,000 owners contacting the WSA 
for information and assistance in 
establishing a qualification-based 
selection process for their building 
projects. Based on the response 
from public owners and feedback 
from WSA members, we are 
pleased to report that the QBS 
program is alive and well and is 
continuing to evolve, improve and 
serve the needs of public owners 
and the architectural profession. 


This report is 2% about how QBS
